MOSCOW, May 19. 
(BUP) — Front line dis- 
patches today said that Cos- 
sack cavalry had captured an 
important fortified town on 
the approaches to Kharkov 
and that the Red army was 
smashing furiously into 
enemy strong points on a 
nearby strategic road. 

The Germans, rushing poorly 
trained, young reserves into the 
battle, were said to have been 
caught between two fires along 
the road, where they left many 
dead as they were hurled back by 
synchronized Russian attacks 
from the front and rear. 

(London dispatches said that the 
baile for the strategic road was be- 
l'eved to be centred around a high- 
way hub controlling the main roud 
network south of Kharkov, close to 
the city's outskirts, It was believed 
the Russians were attempting to cut 
off an important avenue for German 
rolreat or for bringing reinforce- 
ments to Kharkov).

CALCUTTA, May 19.—(AP)—Fierce Karen tribesmen | 
commanded by British officers were reported yesterday 
striking out from jungle hideouts in the highlands of Burma’s 
conquered southern Shan states in guerilla attacks on China-

bound Japanese convoys. 


The guerilla campaign, under- 

taken by 5,000 tribesmen under 
five British officers, was organ- 
ized even before the fall of Ran- 
goon two months ago. Their lead- 
er is a tall, religious colonel who 
is a soldier, philosopher and ex- 
pert on the Far East. To his com- 
rades he’s known as “Spooky.” 

Against the day when the Japa- 
nese might overrun Burma, 
“Spooky” enlisted, thousands of 
Joyal Karen villagers. 

On the British government's 
promise to recompense them for all 
losses after the war the Karens sent 
their women and children into the 
northern mountains for safety, 
burned their homes and withdrew 
to the jungle. 

HIDDEN SUPPLIES 

Col, Spooky arranged hidden 
supplies for his guerilla army, some 
elephants for transport and port- 
able wireless sets for communica- 
tion. His staff of four British of- 
ficers wear native skirts and tur- 
bans. 

Badges showing a half rising sun 
and the Karen drum are the only 
insignia the troops wear. 

A price of 500 rupees was set 
for each Japanese officer whose 
killing is confirmed, 100 rupees for 
Japanese non-commissioned officer 
or private, 

“Spooky.” who was visited by this 
correspondent at his secret mobile 
headquarters, laughed at the sug- 
gestion he was the “Lawrence of 
Burma” He expressed hope his 
operations would keep the Japanese | 
busy while the United Nations pre- 
pared a counter-offensive to re- 
gain Burma,

FIVE-POINT PROGRAM 

Calling on Monday's conference 
on farm debts followed Premier Ab- 
erhart'’s five-point program design- 
ed to give farmers debt relief and 
improve agricultural conditions in 
the west, 


In his statement, published earlier 
this month, the premier urged the 
people to unite in their demands for 
economic improvement in agricul- 
ture, which he terined the basic in- 
dustry in Western Canada. 

Following ig the five-point pro- 
gram: 

1-—The 1926 price level to be 
taken as the basis for guaranteed 
Prices for all farm products, Ex- 
iting prices, based on point of de- 
livery, to bear the same ratio to the 
1926 prices as the general price 
level of secondary products bears 
to that which existed in the same 
year. (This means parity prices 
for what the farmer buys in rela- 
tion to what the farmer sells.) 

2—A definite long-range policy 
in regard to grain and livestock 
Production. 

SB3—Adequate low - cost 
facilities for agriculture. 

4—A comprehensive scheme of 
crop insurance. 

5—An equitable re-adjustment 
of all debts on a three per cent 
basis. 

In urging a united effort to better 
economic conditions, Premier Aber- 
hart declared in his statement: 

“Adequate wages and just work- 
ing conditions; security in the home 
and in business; security against 
destitution in old age, in sickness 
and in unemployment; adequate 
health and educational services—all 
these are vital issues and their 
achievement is centred in providing 
our whole economic structure with 
the strong and enduring foundation 
of a flourishing agriculture.’

Re-Seeding Is 
Now Necessary 
Due To Frost 


Due to the severe frost damage 
Thursday and Friday of last 
week, re-seeding of wheat, oats 
| and barley will be necessary in 
some parts of the province, par- 
licularly in northern Alberta, O. 
8. Longman, provincial field crops 
commissioner, reported Tuesday, 

The commissioner is in receipt of 
reports on the extent of the damage 
and stated: “I think it can be said 
that on the whole there is no serious 
damage over an extensive area. It is 
probable that on certain farms there 
is definite damage to wheat, oats 
and barley. 

“Re-seeding will be necessary on 
some farms but this area will be 
comparatively limited.” 

CHECK BY FARMERS 

A check by farmers would reveal | 
the extent of the damage and en- 
able them to ascertain what areas 
would have to be re-seeded, Mr. 
Longman stated. 

Main damage will be a retard- 
ing of the growth, although some 
fields “look bad,” he said, Some 
wheat was six inches above 
ground when the frost struck, 
and many fields have been frozen 
brown by the sudden drop in 
the temperature. , 

Districts affected 
are those west and 
east and northeast of Edmonton, 
he declared, adding that naturally 
| most damage had occurred on farms 
where sceding had been done early. 


COULD BE WORSE 

The crop official pointed out, 
however, that the situation could 
have been worse. “If the frost had 
been ten days later it would have 
been a knockout blow,” he declared. 

Some farmers have already sent 
inquiries to the department regard- 
ing re-seeding. Ample supplies of 
barley are available for this pur- 
pose.

Three per cent, of the Dutch 
people were Quislings when Ger- 
many invaded Holland, but when 
the British and United Nations’ 
armies strike back on the con- 
tinent of Europe 95 to 97 per cent. 
of the people of Holland will be 
waiting, ready and willing te do 
all in their power to help the 
Allied cause, Dr, Benedictus H. 
Saget, noted Dutch doctor and 
lecturer, stated Tuesday on his 
arrival here to addresy a meeting

Dr, Saget said the Dutch peo- 
ple have steadfastly resisted all at- 
tempts of the Germans to win them 
to their cause. Blandishment or 
brutality has failed to win their co- 
operation with the German cause, 
he added 

Chief weapon in the Dutch resist- 
ance té the German armies of oc- 
Cupation is their sense of humor, 
Dr. Saget stated, The Dutch people 
are either strangers in the district 
or cannot speak German when ask- 
ed questions by Germans. 
SABOTAGE RIFF. 

Although the Dutch workmen 
have been drafted into service io 
turn out munitions for the German 
war machine they quietly go about 
this work, but the series of unex-

he added.

Son Of Accused 
Farmer Tells 
Of Murder Act

read, Defence counsel took excep- 
tion to this omission, in as much as 
the charge differed to the one the 
accused had previously pleaded to. 
The objection was upheld by jJus- 
tice Tweedie and the jury which 
had been selected was dismissed 
and a new one sworn in. A new 
charge: “That the accused did un- 
lawfully murder Theodore DeVitt 
on or about August 1, 1938,” was 
read. 

John Quinn, K.C., Red Deer, as- 
sisted by C. S. Blanchard, K.C., of 
Calgary, appeared for the crown, 
while J. R. McClure, Red Deer, act- 
ed for the defence, 


THREE WITNESSES 

Three witnesses were called Mon- 
day, Di. Maurice Powers, from the 
R.C-M.P. scientific laboratory, Re- 
gina, Dr. John Watt Macgregor, as- 
sistant professor of pathology, Uni- 
versity of Alberta, and James Gor- 
don Bennett, 15-year-old son of the 
accused, 

Only slight nervousness was 
evident as the accused sat straight 
up in the box, lightly twirling his 
fingers. A tall man and well pre- 
served for his age, dressed in 
clean overalls, shirt and sweater 
and new work boots, he listened 
with close attention to every word 
said, 

Mr. Blanchard informed the jury 
that the alleged murder took place 
nearly four years ago. DeVitt, a 
farmer living in the Prairie Creek 
district, was last seen alive about 
August, 1938. He had married Flor- 
ence, daughter of the accused in 
1935, who died in 1936 under dis- 
tressipg circumstances 

Devitt, it was revealed, had been 
appointed weed inspector for that 
district some time during July, the 
month previous to his death, At 
the time he was out on bail pend- 
ing an appeal of a charge which 
he had been convicted on. 


DeVITT PAID CALL 

The jury was further informed 
that about 3 pm., on the fatal day, 
the son-in-law—DeVitt had visited 
the Bennett home. Jimmie, the 
younger son of the accused, was 
home from school early that day 
because of a sprained wrist, and 
at the time of the visit was lying 
on a couch on the verandah, on the 
south side of the house, Bennett 
had called to his son to “get inside 
of the house,” and when he got 
up to obey — he had seen DeVitt 
approaching the house and was 
about 50 feet from it. The ace 
cused had come out with his rifle, 
raising it to his shoulder and shoot- 
ing twice with it, after which Ben- 
nett had allegedly taken a claw 
hammer and fractured the man’s 
skull. 

Another son, Lestie, who will 
give evidence, was not present last 
March when his father was ar- 
raigned, because he had enlisted 
and was in Eastern Canada. He 
was brought back for his father's 
trial, 

The body had been dug up out 
of the frozen ground last February 
by Detective Sergeant Broadribb, 
of Edmonton, and Constable Ley- 
land, of the Rocky Mountain House 
detachment, They had been assisted 
in the search by the accused, and 
two days later the body had been 
exhumed and sent to Edmonton for 
an autopsy. 

FOUND LIGHTER 

Another bit of revealing evidence 
that DeVitt had been around the 
Bennett home was his cigarette 
lighter that had been pickea up by 
one of the accused sons the day 
following the alleged shooting. 

The first witness, Dr. Maurice 
Powers, R.C.M.P., Regina, revealed 


that a test shot, fired from a 
Browning .22 repeater rifie, had 
shown similar characteristics to 


bullets found in the body, but that 
he couldn't be certain the bullets 
had been fired by the same Brown- 
ing rifle. Two boards, Other ex- 
hibits, taken from a door, revealed 
No blood stains, 

Dr. J. W. MacGregor gave evid- 
ence that he had performed. an 
autopsy on the body, in Edmonton, 
On March Ist, and that the body 
had been badly decomposed and 
the clothes were, a brown shirt, 
blue trousers, narrow belt and 
heavy shoes, 


HEAD WOUNDS 
One bullet had entered under the 
right orbit and was lodged in the 


bullet was found indented in the 
base of the skull on the right side. 
It had entered from the back. In 
addition there was a large skull 
fracture and a number of smaller 
fractures radiating ont, 

The bullets were very much 
distorted, and the fracture was 
sufficient to cause death, and had 
been caused by a fairly blunt in- 
strument, he said.

Bennett, son of the accused, was

Edmonton street cars are to stop only 
at alternate streets, west bound cars at 
even numbers, east bound cars at odd 
numbers, north and south bound cars at 
corners marked by signs. In some sec- 
tions of the city the rule has been in force 
in the past. Its general application will 
save time and electric current, thus reduc- 
ing operating costs and making it possible 
to give more frequent service without ex- 
cessive speed. 

The inconvenience to the public will 
not be serious and will no doubt be accept- 
ed cheerfully in view of the objects to be 
gained. Street-skipping is a fairly com- 
mon practice in other cities; Edmonton 
patrons have in fact enjoyed a rather un- 
usual service in being allowed to get on or 
off at any corner over most of the system. 

The one doubtful feature of the ar- 
rangement is that it may tend to discour- 
age short haul traffic, and this is the kind 
of traffic that pays best. The would-be 
passenger who wants to go a half-dozen 
blocks but finds that he must walk one 
block to catch a car may decide to walk 
the rest of the way. Experience should 
quickly show whether this loss of business 
will be serious enoygh to require suspen- 
sion of the rule in down-town sections. 


Oil From The Tar Sands 


In the past Athabasca’s tar sands 
have been popularly regarded as a great 
reserve of road-material, from which fuel 
oil might be extracted as a by-product. 
War conditions have made oil more im- 
portant than asphalt, and it is good news 
that an examination of the deposits is be- 
ing made with a view to developing them 
primarily to obtain the oil content. As the 
demand for the fuel is practically unlimit- 
ed, and a famine threatens the civilian 
supply, the development, if found practic- 
able, will no doubt be speedy and ona 
large scale. 

The experiments carried on and the re- 
sults achieved by the Abasand company 
will be very important in deciding whether 
commercial production is at once feasible 
or whether it will be necessary to make 
further tests as to how best the material 
can be dealt with. That the company is re- 
building its plant with greatly enlarged 
capacity implies that the method now be- 
ing used by it is satisfactory. 

In any case, the enlistment of Domin- 
ion interest under pressure of war urgency 
means that the problem of extraction will 
be subjected to thoroughgoing research, 
and that any project for active develop- 
ment will not be hampered by lack of capi- 
tal. Without wishful thinking there is 
ground to hope that this immense Al- 

erta resource is on the eve of being 
brought into use on an extensive scale, 


The Air Duel 


' Information is given out at London 
that in eight days of continuous bombing 
raids the R.A.F. lost only 40 bombers out 
of 1,000 employed. And in seven days 25 
Nazi planes failed to get home out of 169 
which raided Britain. 

R.A.F. losses were 4 per cent, Nazi 
losses nearly 15 per cent. Ten per cent is 
said to be the highest ratio of loss an air 
force on the offensive can sustain and 
keep going. The figures speak for them- 
selves. The R.A.F. can go on indefinitely 
at the present casualty rate; the Luft- 
waffe can’t. 

The figures also suggest that the Ber- 
lin censor was obeying orders when he let 
a despatch get through saying the Nazi 
high command would like to stop the air 
duel. The targets hit on either side 
Strengthen the probability. The R.A. F. 
has been blasting munitions plants; the 
Luftwaffe has been keeping away from 
fortified places and bombing cathedral 
cities and residential towns in England, 
Which does most military damage to the 
enemy is clear enough. 

Nazi production is dwindling under the 
impact of R.A.F. bombs; British produc- 
tion suffers nothing when dwelling houses 
are blown to pieces or a historic building 
is laid in ruins. That is an impelling rea- 
son why Berlin should want to stop the 
duel. It is an equally good reason why the 
raids on Nazi bases and supply centres 
should and will go on, and grow more in- 
tense. 


News From The Inside 


Correspondents of United States 
papers who were evacuated from Ger- 
many and Italy have reached Lisbon, and 
at that neutral port have given out state- 
ments which they could not have smuggled 
pct the censors of those Axis countries. 
This information was gathered at first 
hand by men trained in collecting facts 
and figures and in sensing popular senti- 
ment. It is fresh, and bears the stamp of 
veracity. The statements were obviously 
compiled with a view to putting Allied 
readers in possession of the truth, not that 
of tickling their ears with things they 
would like to hear, 

The correspondents are agreed that 
public morale has not cracked dangerously 
in either Germany or Italy, and is not in 
immediate prospect of cracking. Neither 
Hitler nor Mussolini, they say, is in danger 
at present of being overthrown. While 


conditions are hard, the populace in either 
country have reconciled themselves to 
hardship and sacrifice even to degrees 
they have not yet felt. 

The Fuehrer, it is estimated, has three 
million men on the eastern front, and 300 
submarines at sea. This is far below some 
of the previous guesses as to the man- 
power marshalled against the Russians, 
but as he is credited with having plenty of 
reserves the figure is not to be taken as 
indicating the strength Hitler can employ 
there if necessary. ; 

The ‘submarine fleet has not hitherto 
been estimated in any authoritative 
quarter to be as large as stated. 

Germany, it is said, is running short of 
several ‘war metals, notably of kinds 
needed to harden steel, while Italy is in 
far worse position, 

This information confirms the expecta- 
tion that the two powers will this sum- 
mer throw every, item of strength they 
can muster into the fight, particularly it 
may be esupposed in an attempt to secure 
supplies of the needed metals as well as of 
oil. The Italian fleet is said to be largely 
immobilized by lack of this fuel, though a 
shortage in Germany is not stressed. 

This picture of conditions in the enemy 
states has the merit of not being drawn to 
suit Allied hopes. It is the more valuable 
on that account. y 


M. Laval says he will not recognize 
any agreement made by the United States 
with the French governor of Martinique. 
He probably won’t be asked to. M. Laval 
is a very clever man, but he does not seem 
to realize that outside unoccupied France 
his views are of fast diminishing import- 
ance. 


The Prince Eugen is in the news again, 
It was caught and seriously damaged by 
R.A.F. torpedo planes while trying to get 
from Trondheim to a German port. The 
inference is that its previous damages 
were too severe to be repaired in the Nor- 
wegian harbor. If one of the torpedoes 
made a fair hit, the Eugen will probably 


‘clutter up a German dry-dock for a good 


part of the summer.

1892 —50 Years Ago 


The Lethbridge News says that over a year 
ago the Dominion government built a bridge 
over the Belly river near that town, in a place 
that makes the bridge practically inaccessible to 
traffic, and that the bridge is useless yet. This 
bridge was doubtless located on the same prin- 
ciple as appears to have governed the location of 
the public buildings at Prince Albert, and to a 
less degree at Edmonton, with a view to boom- 
ing the property of some friends rather than for

If protecting the sturgeon 
during the spawning season would prevent 
their desertion’ of the river, no doubt it would 
be a wise measure but it is a well-known fact 
that steamboat traffic or the establishment of 
towns and sawmills cause the sturgeon to desert 
a stream, athough not one of them is caught. It 
is therefore a questionable policy to cut off a 
valuable source of food supply to a number of 
people, when it will certainly be totally cut off 
at no distant date by unavoidable causes,

Nazis Thought Britain Would Be Afraid To Use Gas °

So now it may be gas. The 
Fascists who have initiated the 
most hideous use of terrible in- 
struments of warfare are sus- 
pected—on very good evidence— 
of planning to add this one to 
their armory. And Churchill has 
said that if it is used by the Nazis 
against the Rus- 
sians, Britain— 
with all thej 
possible conse- 
quences this en- 
tails—will use it 
against the Ger-# 


mans, So it is 
now up to Hit- 
ler, ; 
Now, let us 
imagine the con- Dorothy 
siderations that Thompson 


may have been aired in the Ger- 
man general staff, What are their 
problems? 

The moment of surprise that 
was so advantageous to them last 
spring and that has been, up to 
now, an indispensable element of 
Nazi blitz tactics, is lost to them. 
So the general staff have planned 
a campaign without surprise, and 
with the well-known weapons of 
large tank columns, assisted by 
airplanes, 


tanks and the air superiority of 
the Germans is doubtful. And in 
ten months of war, the Russians 
have caught on to the tactics of 
the Nazi war and are prepared 
for the onslaught. So the offen- 
sive can only be decided by a real 
test of strength—unless one side 
or the other pulls a new rabbit 
out of the hat, 


. Surprise 


Now, if the Nazis could use gas 
against the Russians, but prevent 
its use in the western campaign, 
that would be perfect for them, 
This is an old Nazi tactic—“local- 
ization.” It would give the Ger- 
mans the element of surprise on 
the eastern front, while humani- 
tarian considerations protected 
their rear, 

The military consequence 
would be to smash gaps into the 
Russian lines by poison gas, and 
to open a way for their tank col- 
umns—to unfreeze the present 
fairly static situation, and begin 
a new war of movement. 

As far as the civilian popula- 
tion of Russia is concerned, gas— 
if the Nazis use it—could be used 
to terrify critical points, like 
Leningrad or Moscow and to 
break up the morale of gueril- 
las. But if Hitler could get toler- 
ance that gas be used in armed 
conflict but not in total war, he 
would probably welcome it, for 


the most important part of his 
purpose would be achieved. 

He has no objection to using 
extermination weapons against 
any of the so-called “sub-human 
races,” amongst which he counts 
all Slavs, 

Goering, when asked what 
they would do with the inhabi- 
tants of the Ukraine, if they 
should take that thickly popu- 
lated territory, said, “We will 
simply sweep them out.” In the 
Nazi mentality, certain races are 
just so many bed bugs or cock- 
roaches, whom jt is a duty to 
treat as such. 


Retaliation 


But what about retaliation? - 
If gas war is localized’in the 
East, the advantages are al] on 
the German side, and they have 
their advanced bases for this 
urpose, deep in Russia. The 
ussians would have to cross the 
whole of Poland to get to Ger- 


many. 
But if it is not localized, there 
are only disadvantages for Ger- 
many. It ig obvious that the 
British are developing air super- 
iority. Germany is densely popu- 
lated. The Russian population is 
scattered. And the civilian popu- 
lation in Germany never has been 
really prepared for this kind of 
warfare? For this was going to 
be a nice war for the Germans, in 
which everybody else suffered 


the tortures of hell, but the Ger- 
mans were protected by their 
magical Fuehrer, 

The Russians, who have appre- 
hended for a decade what was 
going to come, had their “Ossoa- 
viachim’—a_ society instructing 
the whole civilian population 
what to do in the case of chemi- 
cal warfare, And the British 
have been prepared for it from 
the beginning of the war, al- 
though Britain was and is very 
vulnerable. The British were 
the only western people where 
everyone had his gas mask. 


Man of Courage ° 


Now in this situation, the 
greatness of Churchill again 
manifests itself. Churchill is, 


pre-eminently, the man of cour- 
age. And so are the people be- 
hind him, He is not susceptible 
to terrorism. A weaker leader 
would have gasped and said, “For 
God's sake, let’s confine it to the 


that decision, we 
could all lose the war. And that 
is what Hitler calculated on. 

And now look at the reactions, 
and the light thrown upon the 
real morale situation in this 
world. 

Gas is a direct threat to the 
Russians. They have distributed 
a leaflet warning the people that 
gas warfare may begin at any 
moment, 


Look at the British. They have 
accepted this new menace with 
out the slightest panic, 

But in- Germany Churchill's 
speech is suppressed, When the 
foreign correspondents arrived at 
the propaganda ministry asking 
for comment they were sent to 
the foreign office and by them to 
the-war department, and no one 
would ipeak: The German press 
and medium wave pass over this 


whole passage of the speech; only ° 


the short wave which cannot be 
heard in Germany announces 
Hitler has no intention to use 
poison gas. 

Well, there is pane, of evi- 
dence that he did have the inten- 
tion; we don’t know whether he 
still has. It is quite possible that 
when the Nazis see themselves 
on the skids they will turn loose 
all the furies, But weakness will 
not stop them, nor international 
conventions, nor persuasion; only 
fear. 

But it seems to me that there 
must be some quiet way of let- 
ting the Germans know that the 
United States also has a secret 
weapon of the most startling 
nature; a weapon which nothing 
on earth would persuade us to 


use, unless the Nazis intend to° 


try to bring down the entire 
structure and remnant of civil- 
ization,

Air Conference Will Be Highly Vital 


Tribute to Importance’ 
of Part Played by

Ottawa officials and news 
writers make no mistake when 
they describe the present air 
conference in the Canadian cap- 
ital as among the most important 
events of the war, 

The purpose of the conference 
is to find means of improving 
and speeding 
up the allied air 
training scheme. 
Delegations 
from all the 
Allied Na tions 
are participat- 
ing in the meet- 
ings, giving the 
event a real 
international 
significance, 

But while 
technical and 
tactical prob-

lems will occupy the attention of 


the delegates, there is an im- 
plication to the ‘entire affair 
which transcends the mere me- 
chanism of it. 

For this international meeting 
in Ottawa represents the first 
occasion in this war when the 
United Nations have paid formal 
and collective tribute to the part 
aviation is playing and will con- 
tinue to play in modern warfare. 


Definitions 


Many extravagant claims have 
doubtless been made as to the 
efficacy of fighting and bombing 
aircraft. 

The proposition, frequently 
advanced by zealous and over- 
enthusiastic partisans, that mili- 
tary aviation is destined to 
render both infaritry. and naval 
operations obsolete, is manifestly 
ludicrous. 

Any new scientific wonder is 
likely to be regarded by certain 
types of minds as miraculous and 
all-sufficient. It is this kind of 
thinking that rushes do the con- 
clusion that air superiority is the 
single factor in victory, 

The other side of the picture 
is yepresented by the reaction- 
aries and the traditionalists who 
are jugt as firrgly convinced that 
the airplane is not only in- 
effective in war but even a 
nuisance in most operations, 

Both viewpoints are manifestly 
in error, 

If the Ottawa conference does 
no more than strike a balance 


jregarded eitber as an instrument 
of miracle or as a childish in- 
novation, 

Its usefulness is limited by 
these extremes of opinion. It 
can only be made to render the 
‘highest possible service when 
sound and impartial men decide 
exactly how, when and where it 
should be used. 

There is no doubt that the air 
forces have suffered very greatly 
because this has, not yet been 
done, ; 

There are instances where 
great loss has been suffered be- 
cause planes have been asked to 
function beyond their capacity. 
There are other instances where 
important engagements have 
been lost because planes have 
not been sent in to perform the 
functions notoriously within 
their capacity, 

It seems to me that the Ottawa 
conference will accomplish a 
very great deal if it applies itself 
to this matter of definition with 
candor and sincerity, 

In what kinds of operations 
are aircraft most useful? How 
can aircraft be best adapted to 
military and naval warfare? How 
far can aircraft carry on offens- 
ive operations of their own with- 
put naval and military co-opera- 
ion?

These are the questions the 
conference should try to answer.

“I feel that right now, without | 
waiting for this parliament to close, 
we should definitely lay down the 
principle that every man who 
serves in the almed forces must 
be guaranteed the means of estab- 
lishing and maintaining a home. 

“The pittance that these men re- 
ceive at the present time certainly 
will pot enable them to do that 

“How on earth can the British 
race survive in competition with 
other races that have sense enough 
to realize the value of children and 
will not enable their people to raise 
them?” 

Mr, Thorson replied that while 
there might be equality of contri- 
bution toward success of the war 
effort there could not be equality 
of sacrifice,

Valentine's decision followed a 
test Made last Tuesday night in 
which obsérvers went 25 miles out 
to sea, unknowingty passing through 
a convoy en route. Returning, the 
observers found the convoy silhou- 
etted against the reflection of the 
city lights, making the ships vulner- 
able to submarine attack. '

DOUGLAS ARMOR, cyclist; The 
cyclist travels at a grave disad- 
vantage. He is not allowed on the 
sidewalk and his chances of work-

especially the narrow ones, are 
limited. The only time a cyclist 
really travels in safety is along 
the reserved sidewalk on the High 
Level bridge. Possibly more such 
sidewalks, earmarked for cyclists 
Only, would be a fair break for 
the increasing bicycle traffic,

OLIVER TRENHOLME, motorist: 
Motorists are tagged as soon as a 
city bylaw is infringed upon. Such 
is not the case with cyclists, Time 
and again cyclists are seen turn- 
ing between intersections, trayv- 
elling up the wrong side of the 
street, or riding without making 
an effort to have full control of 
the wheel. It is that type of cyc- 
list who sooner of later is in- 
volved in an accident.
